"Marty  Carton  was  a  versatile  individual  who  loved  competitive  sports,"  says  HJC  schoolmate  R. 
Miller  Dent,  Brig.  Gen.  MS  ARNG  (ret.)  "He  was  at  home  on  the  baseball  diamond,  an  excellent  guard  in 
basketball,  and  an  outstanding  end  in  football.  He  was  a  good  athlete,  a  good  student,  and  he  was  well 
respected." 

Garton  was  All  State  in  football  and  an  All  Conference  end.  He  continued  to  play  football  while  at  the 
University  of  Mississippi.  Coach  J.  R.  "Jobie"  Harris  says,  "He  was  a  'giant',  a  real  athlete.' ' 

However,  Garton  enlisted  in  the  Army  in  1942,  and  went  overseas  early  in  1944  to  serve  in  World  War 
II  as  a  Ninth  Air  Force  P-47  pilot.  Later  that  year,  he  was  killed  during  his  29th  combat  mission. 

Carton's  widow,  Prudie  Meredith  Moss,  now  lives  in  Bafesville.  Their  son,  Marty,  Jr.,  lives  with  his 
wife  and  three  sons  in  Vicksburg  where  he  is  with  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers. 


Joe  Renfroe  played  football  194 1-44,  at  Tulane  University  where  he  earned  his  bachelor's  degree.  He 
was  All  American  in  1943  and  1943-44  he  was  All  South  Eastern  Conference.  His  playing  career  was 
cut  short  when,  after  with  the  New  York  Giants  in  1945,  he  was  injured  in  the  All-Star  game  in  Chicago 
that  year.  While  coaching  for  Hinds  in  1952,  he  received  his  master's  degree  from  the  University  of 
Southern  Mississippi.  Renfroe  led  the  Eagles,  state  champions  and  nationally  ranked  number  one  to  the 
National  Championship  with  the  Junior  Rose  Bowl  victory  in  1954.  His  coaching  record  stands  at  132 
wins,  72  losses  and  5  ties.  He  saw  10  of  his  players  receive  All-American  honors,  with  6  going  on  to  the 
National  Football  League. 

Renfroe  led  Hinds  to  four  state  baseball  championships  in  seven  years;  and  his  men's  golf  teams  won 
six  state  championships  in  the  eleven  years  that  he  coached  sports. 

"Coach  Joe."  who  was  inducted  into  the  Mississippi  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  in  1983.  died  Dec.  9,  1987. 
The  following  year,  Hinds  named  the  Joe  Renfroe  Stadium  in  his  honor  and  established  a  scholarship 
fund  in  his  memory. 


A  native  to  Yazoo  City.  Greg  Holmes  lettered  for  four  years  in  basketball,  football,  track,  and 
baseball  at  Terry  High  School.  He  was  selected  to  play  for  the  south  in  the  Mississippi  High  School  All- 
Star  game  in  1968. 

During  his  two  seasons  under  Coach  Troy  Ricks,  Holmes  averaged  10  points  per  game  for  the  Eagles. 

Holmes  played  for  the  University  of  West  Florida  for  one  year  before  earning  his  bachelor's  degree  in 
health  and  physical  education  in  1972.  He  later  earned  a  master's  degree  in  physical  education  from 
Jackson  State  University. 

He  coached  boys  and  girls  basketball  at  Utica  High  School  1973-1981  with  an  overall  record  of  339 
wins  and  95  losses.  He  won  8  Capital  Athletic  Conference  championships,  4  CAC  runner-ups  5  District 
VI  Class  BB  championships,  4  District  VI  Class  BB  runner-ups,  3  South  Mississippi  BB  championships 
(boys),  2  State  championships  (boys),  and  two  Overall  State  runner-ups  (boys). 

He  and  his  wife  reside  in  Gulfport  along  with  their  two  sons. 


At  Jackson's  Central  High  High  School,  Dixie  Lewis  was  All  Big  8  in  basketball  and  was  named  Best 
Athlete.  She  was  also  elected  cheerleader  and  ROTC  sponsor.  In  addition,  her  "phenom"  track  record 
earned  her  a  track  scholarship  to  Hinds  Junior  College. 

R.  B.  Ward  of  Augusta.  Georgia,  Hinds  track  coach  in  1938-39,  recalls  the  outstanding  contribution 
Lewis  made  to  that  sport  when  she  broke  the  state  record  in  the  75-yard  dash.  Newspapers  recounted, 
"Amazed  officials  clocked  Dixie  Lewis,  fleet  Jackson  girl  and  former  Central  High  athlete  at  8.6  in  the 
75-yard  dash,  which  tops  the  state  records.  Miss  Lewis  was  second  in  the  50-yard  dash  and  came  in 
ahead  as  anchor  on  the  relay." 

Dixie  Lewis  Westerbeck  attended  Belhaven  College,  and  after  working  for  several  years  for  Federal 
Aviation,  she  became  employed  with  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield.  She  resides  in  Brandon,  and  in  retirement 
she  has  played  golf  at  Bay  Pointe. 


In  nominating  Frank  Young  for  the  HCC  Sports  Hall  of  Fame,  New  York  Football  Giants  Coach  Earl 
Leggett,  says,  "Coach  Young's  inspirational  coaching  played  a  major  role  in  Hinds  Junior  College's 
success  during  his  years  serving  as  both  defensive  and  offensive  line  coach.  He  was  instrumental  in  the 
1954  undefeated  season,  the  victory  in  the  Junior  Rose  Bowl,  and  the  National  Championship,  as  well 
as  the  undefeated  1957  season." 

1956  alumnus  James  H.  Corbitt  of  Eatontown,  New  Jersey,  says,  "Frank  Young  was  th  type  of  coach 
who  inspired  you  to  give  everything  you  had  in  practice  as  well  as  on  game  day.  My  experience  at  Hinds 
with  Frank  Young  has  been  an  inspiration  to  me  ever  since." 

Before  signing  on  at  Hinds,  his  jobs  included  serving  as  a  line  coach  at  Gulfport  Junior  High  School. 
After  leaving  Hinds,  he  served  as  defensive  coordinator  at  Tulane  University  and  at  Texas  Christian 
University  before  finding  his  niche  at  Auburn  University  as  linebacker  coach  and  recruiting  coordinator. 
He  retired  in  1991. 

In  addition  to  his  wife,  and  their  two  grown  children,  Young's  main  interests  in  retirement  are  hunting 
quail  and  raising  setters.

The  newest  men's  residence  hall  is  Sheffield-Woolley.  It  is  a  four-story  building  which  houses  200  freshman  and 
sophomore  males.

HISTORY 


The  1994  Hnids  Community  College  Eagles  made  football  history 
with  the  first  1 1  straight  win  season  ever  recorded  at  Hinds. 

The  Eagles  brought  home  their  first  bowl  win  since  the  1954  Junior 
Rose  Bowl  Championship  with  a  19-17  win  over  Blinn  College  from 
Brenham,  Texas.  They  won  the  29th  Annual  Mineral  Water  Bowl  in 
Excelsior  Springs,  Missouri  over  Blinn  and  the  win  moved  Hinds  up  to 
finish  fourth  in  the  national  rankings.  Lee  Ragsdale  was  also  named  the 
outstanding  offensive  player  of  the  bowl  game. 

Hinds  finished  the  season  with  an  11-1  overall  record  which  included 
winning  the  South  State  title,  and  the  State  Region  23  Championship 
titles.  Hinds  defeated  the  Itawamba  Indians  21-14  to  claim  the  State 
and  Region  23  titles  and  Hinds  head  coach  Gene  Murphy  was  named  the 
"Coach  of  the  Year"  as  well. 

The  Eagles  scored  a  total  of  30 1  points  while  only  allowing  opponents 
to  score  106  points  against  them.  Hinds  had  a  total  of  2,126  yards 
rushing  and  1,345  yards  passing  for  the  season. 

Wins  for  the  season  were  27-1 1  over  Miss.  Delta,  10-7  over  South- 
west, 24-6  over  Pearl  River,  37-6  over  Northeast,  31-0  over  Copiah- 
Lincoln.  47-0  over  East  Central,  24-0  over  Gulf  Coast,  27-21  over 
Jones,  and  24-10  over  Northwest.  Their  only  loss  was  the  season 
opener  14-10  to  Itawamba.  This  gave  Hinds  a  9-1  record  in  regular 
season  play. 

The  top  scoring  leaders  for  Hinds  were  Lee  Ragsdale  of  Pelahatchie 
with  14  touchdowns  for  84  points,  kicker  Jaret  Holmes  of  Clinton  with 
56  points,  12  made  from  field  goals  and  20  from  extra  points,  and 
James  Jones  of  Vicksburg  with  6  touchdowns  for  36  points. 

Damian  Slaughter  of  Vicksburg  led  in  passing  with  48  completions  of 
92  attempts  while  Lee  Ragsdale  led  rushing  with  303  carries  for  1,395 
yards.  James  Jones  of  Vicksburg  led  in  receiving  with  29  caught  for  548 
yards  while  Willie  Stamps  of  Vicksburg  led  in  punt  returns  with  25 
returns  for  479  yards  with  the  longest  being  85  yards  for  a  touchdown. 

Stamps  also  led  the  team  in  kickoff  returns  with  13  averaging  28.2 
with  the  longest  being  72  yards.  Jaret  Holmes  led  the  Eagles  in  punts 
with  66  for  2,626  yards  with  the  longest  being  68  yards.  Mark  Smith  of 
Vicksburg  led  the  team  in  tackles  with  47  tackles  and  27  assists.
